2, You will recall that we discussed the proposal to con~
solidate the Massenger Movement Branch of Transportation Division
with the Central Frocessing Brsnch, either by sbsorbing the lstter
or by tranaferring the former. Our intent here was efficiancy,
economy, and better service to the travelsr. My persccal experisnce
in two FOS processisgs under the existing systam, sdded to evidence
from esploysss recently processed for overseas, poiated to the need
to elimdnate the sdditionsl contact necesgsary to arrange for INE and
PV shipment and storage. Owver the years we have becoms 80 special-
fzed that the traveler mist have separate appointaents (generally oo
separste days) to upeak to trensportation, personuel, sad fineoce
represeutatives in Central Processing, and must then see the Pas~
senger Moveme:nt Branch in Querters Eye for shipaent and storage
arvangements, Securdty for counter-millio briefing in Alcott Ball,
Security in Hesdguarters Bullding (but not in Central Processing)
for debrisfing, Central Cower for & cover brisfiug, the Pentagon for
i S U oo of depe.a
Mediconl zebion of dependents
and, of course, the Area Division Fersonnel Office. We belisve that
at least the shipaent aod storage of HEE =:6 POV'a could be handled
by the transportation mepresentative in Cestral FProcesaing with per-
hape somm iucretss in personnel and some eadditiooal tradning.

3. You have agreed to the itransfer provided you are given
adaiticnal office space in the Headguarters Bullding end contigaous
to Central Processing. I cannct coancur in this. The Divector of
Hadical Services states thai his operation would be jupaired by giv-
ing up the approximete 350 squsre feet required (Attechment).
Chiaf, Logistics Servises Division, knows of ..o other rearrangmment
of space at the Heedguarters Bullding which would meet the requiremsent.
